Journeyed Through Thibet. 


Two travelers have lately arrived at 


Shanghai, China, whose names deserve 
not an unimportant place in the roll pf 
distin0'tushed explorers. They are Cap- 
tain Bower, of the Seventeenth Bengal 
cavalry, arid Dr. Thorold, of the Indian 
mediccil staff, and their claim to distinc- 
tion rests upon the fact that they have 
jcrarne3-etl through Thibet by the long- 
egt route that can be taken through that 
inybteiious country. They followed an 
imaginary line drawn from the Cash- 
mere frontier, in the northwest, to the 
Chinese province of Szechtien, where it 
adjoins tbe southeastern border of the 
territories of the Delai Lama, 


They were upward of ten months in 


Thibet and a great part of their journey 
lay through a series of elevated table 
lands, seldom lower tha.n 15,090 fee} 
above the sea level. 
On approaching 


Lhassa they were turned back -when 
within eight days' journey of that city 
by the officials, but afte? some parley, 
ing were permitted to proceed on prom- 
ising not to attempt to enter the Thibetan 
capital. No foreign travelers have before 
followed the same route.—New Orleans 
Picayune, 


A New Lifeboat. 


The self righting lifeboat is expected 


here soon on its way to Ilwaco. These 
boats right themselves jq ten seconds 
after being capsized. The boat expected 
hertt is thirty feet long, seven feet beam 
and tliree feet deep, caravel built and 
with air chambers at bow and stern, cov- 
ered with waterproof canvas, The pe- 
culiar features in the construction are 
the presence of a false bottom, which 
runs from stem to stern precisely at 
water line, and is furnished with two 
circular gratings, into which, if neces- 
sary, pumps can be inserted. In the 
sides, just about midships, there are long 
flaps working on hinges which, when 
opened, will permit any water above the 
false bottom to run out, and when closed 
are. water tight. The space below thf* 
false bottom is packed with dry tule 
grass, which is even lighter than cork 
and almost impervious to water.—Wash 
ington Astorian. 


Pussy and Her feathered Brood.

One of the two gentlemen named above 


ns aspiring to represent the people of 
Nevada in tho halls of Congress, the 
highest political position in the gift of 
tho peoplo of the State, has pledged 
himself to and with the people to sup- 
port no man for an executive or a legis- 
late office who is not pledged by platform 
and declaration to the same. The other 
gentleman is not, and those who claim to 
be authorized to speak for him say he 
will not take such pledge, but on the 
contrary will support one of the Wall 
Street candidates for President. 


Men of Nevada, you who place State 


prospeiity above party success and who 
for the common weal have disassociated 
yourselves from the political parties with 
which you have been affiiliated perhaps 
for many years to make common cause 
against a public enemy, which of those 
gentlemen will you support and which 
should you support for Congress?

Electric Uclit on Battlefield*. 


The ubiquity of electricity is becoming 


almost proverbial. From the ' 'brightest 
spot on earth" to the blood stained battle- 
fields is rather a far cry, but there is no 
end to the application of electricity. A 
recent telegram from Austria described 
gome experiments of great interest 
which have recently been carried ont 
successfully there. 
The difficulty of 


searching for the wounded on the night 
after a great battle has been ono which 
haa long occupied the attention of mili- 
tary reformers, and the army medical 
service in Austria has been endeavoring 
to determine how far the electric light 
may be utilized for this humane end. 


The value of powerful search lights 


with reflectors has been proved in naval 
affairs, and at Suakiin and elsewhere 
eoldiers have found them very effective 
on opep ground. They would be equal- 
ly effective imder similar conditions for 
assisting in picking up the wounded, 
but when the battle haa raged over a 
wide extent of country, or when the 
fighting has occurred amid woods and 
brushwood, the use of this class of light 
is attended with difficulty.— Electrical 
Review.

When aVout 60 feet from the house the 
horse became nn manageable and, notwith- 
standing the diver did hia utmost to pie- 
vent it, veered to the side of the road and 
palled the cart over the edge. There ia 
about 100 feet of steep embankment be- 
tween the road and the fire home on B 
street, and down this the horse, cart and 
men rolled, the cart making two tarns be- 
fore it stopped. After the accident the peo- 
ple who were in the vicinity hurried to the 
spot and found Smith suffering from » 
severe contusion in the back of the head 
and a slight spinal injury, and Nya with 
both wrists fractured and hia right leg 
crushed and broken above the knee. The 
broken bone iu the letter's leg stock oat 
five or six inches and presented * pitiable 
spectacle. Smith was able to walk, but 
Nye was entirely helpless and Buffering 
greatly from bis injuries. 


His wrists were found to have Buffered 


what is known to the medical profession as 
a Col IBB fracture. 
The injury ia a serious 


one and very difficult to treat, bat if no «n- 
asaal circumstance arises the boaes will 
probably heal in due time. The unfortun- 
ate man's nose was also broken. 


The injury to tlie leg, upon examination, 


was discovered to be very aerioni. At first 
the physicians thought that by sawing off 
the protruding bone the limb might be 
saved. When this had been done, however, 
it was found that the bone behind the pro- 
truding segment was splintered and broken 


off, and it was decided that amputation was 
absolutely necessary to save the patient's 
life. After the operation the physicians 
found that the bone bad been splintered 
into 12 pieceu and split at the knee-socket. 
The latter injury alone would have proven 
fatal bad not tha limb been taken off. The 
patient rallied very well after the opera 
tion, but it is difficult to predict the final 
result. 


The accident and its terrible eonst- 


qnencs are very greatly deplored by ev*ry- 
body, 
Much sympathy is expressed for 


him and bis mother and family, whose 
main support he was. It is greatly to be 
hoped that the unfortunate man will re- 
oover.

For some time past it has been ru- 


raored that the fainotis Althorp library, 
which Dibdin called the finest private 
collection i» the world, was about to be 
sold, and now the announcement ia 
made upon authority. It is hoped to 
sell it en bloc, but ehcrald that not be 
possible it will be put np to auction. 
Selling the most famous of the world's 
private libraries in a lump can mean 
only one thing—selling it to America. 
We trust that may not happen, since 
Lord Spencer's collection contains many 
volumes which it is a national pride to 
possess—such, for instance, as the fa- 
mous Valdarfar "Boccaccio," which 
Lord Blandford wrested from the sec- 
ond Earl Spencer for £3,260, to be ulti- 
mately bought for Althorp for the baga- 
telle of £750. It will be an epoch mak- 
ing sale, for this great library contains 
some 50,000 volumes, mostly priceless. 


Scarce editions on vellum and large 


paper, magnificent printing and dazzling 
bindings by Pasdelcmp and Roger Payne 
—these are its glories. 
Many of the 


books, too, have famous histories. They 
have felt the touch of the Pompadoni 
or of Diane de Poitiers or the elegant 
grasp of Francis I. There are eighty- 
two out of the ninety-nine known, pro- 
ductions of Caxton, to say nothing of 
the famous Mentz "Psalter," a copy of 
which has fetched £5,000. To sell the 
Althorp library, indeed, is almost as 
though we were to seU*the rarest rari- 
ties of the printed book department ol 
the British museum —St. James' Ga- 
zette.

A Volcano at Sea. 


Only last fall there was a strange oc 


cnrrence near the island of Pantellaria, 
between Sicily and Tunis, which would 
have filled the imagination of a Homei 
or a Virgil with pictures of a supernat- 
ural monsters and poetical fancies about 
tho extravagant doings of the deities ol 
the sea. 
A submarine volcanic eruption oc 


curred there, and the inhabitants of the 
island saw what seemed like some greal 
fish disporting himself in the troublei 
water, -while columns of smoke arose 
around him. 
Those who ventured near to tho scene 


in boats saw hot volcanic bombs, com 
posed of black ecoriaceoua material 
rising to the top of the water and there 
running and darting about in the mos 
singular fashion under the impulse o 
the steam which they discharged. Some 
bounded more than sixty feet up intc 
the air as the steam exploded. 


Such outbursts of heated matter from 


the bed of the sea furnish perhaps an 
even more impressive indication than or- 
dinary volcanic eruptions do of thf 
strange conditions prevailing at m. 
great depth beneath the surface of 
earth.—Youth's Companion.

The best antidote for tlie bite of a 


mosquito undoubtedly is ammonia 
weakened with a little water or salt 
and water. 
Some people go so i'ai 


as to press the poison out of thi 
bite with some small metal instru 
mcnt like the point of a watch kej 
before applying the antidote. This pre 
vents the painiul swelling that some 
tunes occurs. As in other cases,, "one 
man's meat is another man's poison," 
and the same remedy will not apply tc 
all individuals. Some find camphoi 
most efficacious, and salt and water will 
not avail. Ammonia, however, seems to 
be generally siictiessful as a neutralize! 
of the mosquito poison. Where there 
are large quantities of mosquitoes and 
no reason for their appearance is appar 
ent, it is well to look about the premise;- 
for something which attracts them. An 
uncovered barrel of 
rainwater will 


bring them in hordes, and damp places 
rind stagnant pools are spots where they 
delight to congregate.—Salem Gazette.
